Railways Get Extensions. 

Two amendments to the statutes 
were put through without oposition. 
One extends the time for the construc- 
tion of several railways and the other 
prohibits the seizure or attachment of) 
waves, salary or other sums payable 
or agreed to be pald by his ordinary 
or former employer to any person tn the | 
active military or naval service of the 
empire. 

Dr. Ernest Blow and T. M, Tweedie, 
two of the Calgary members, took an 
opposite view of the taxation of sub- 
divisions to that of farm lands, and 
thought that the former should be tax- 
edon the assesed valuation. Hon. 
Charles Stewart and some of the other 
ministers, however, pointed out the ob- 
jJections, one of whic h was that it took 
practically the same amount of time 
and work to determine the value and 
levy a tax on a farm of 160 acres as on 
a lot 33 by 120 feet in extent. 

Definitions of Fences. 

Mr, Tweedie also took objection to a 
clause in an amendment to the statute 
law, giving power to municipalities to 
legally define a fence. The Calgary 
metaber and others thought it would 
lead to no end of trouble, but, accord- 
ing to the minister of municipal affatrs, 
the municipalities themselves asked for 
it. Another reason for allowing the 
change was that conditions are so dif- 
ferent In the various parts of the pro- 
vince that a god fence in one part may 
not be considered as such in afother. 

The bill respecting the Central Can- 
ada railway was changed so that the 
branch must now go “to or through” 
Grouard, instead of “at or near,” and so 
that the time Iimit is made two years 
instead of five.

The home is the first and most im- 
portant school of character. Here 
the child receives its best moral train- 
ing or its worst, The home is the Gib- 
ralter of society, A nation of good 
homes and conscientious parents has 
in it the fundamental elements of 
greatness. A nation of broken homes 
and listless, indifferent parents is head- 
ing to decay. The armies of delin- 
quent and dependent children are the 
spawn of bad homes and the thought- 
lees and sometimes sodden parents who 
have made them, The force of social 
hereditary, comprising the ideals, inor- 
nls, religious impulses, teaching, dis- 
cipline, order, personal habits, anid 
superstitions of the parents overpow- 
er tho child by its almost irresistible 
momentum, Profane parents hive pro- 
fane children, If the father les the son 
will not be truthful, If the mother is 
{mmoral the daughter is not likely to 
fight temptation, A Jarge proportion 
of the child's habits are formed before 
heisten, Theodore Roosevelt truly: 
“If you are going to do anything per- 
manent for the ayerage man, you must 
begin with him before he is a man,” 
During this time the one constant fac- 
tor in his training is the environment 
of the home, 

Good homes, as they are called in 
society parlance, are not always the 
best. Here the father is too much en- 
grossed in money” getting, and the 
mother is too busy with her social en- 
gagements to spend time In thinking 


are left almost entirely to paid em- 
ployees. Not infrequently the child 
rebels, deserts his 
unsuccessful home and winds up in the 
children's court. In his last annual re- 
Chadwick, superintendent 
of delinquent children for this pro- 
vince, calls attention to the large num- 
ber of wayward boys and girls who 
come from homes that are Juxurlous 
but not always good, Men and women 
who sin against nature In their selfish 
determination to avold the responsibl- 
Ities of becoming parents, are only 4 
shade more sinful than those who neg- 
lect the proper care of their “darlings” 
at home, 

At the other end of the secial ladder 
you will find the same kind of selfish- 
ness necessarily exhibiting itself in 
other directions, In many cases there 
is no effort to make the home attrac- 
tive. ‘Some parents think only of the 
day when the boy will go to work and 
enhunce the family income, Little chaps 
that should be playing with their moth- 
er’s apron strings are forced out Into 
the street callings. Others are permit- 
ted to spend hours in the back alley 
with companions of questionable char- 
acter, No questions are asked, provid- 
ed there is no disturbance, and tho 
parents’ comfort 1s not molested. 
Whether rich or poor, these are de- 
linquent parents, for whom soclety may 
yet have to provide penal Institutions 
or reformatories. Since, however, it ts 
hard to teach an old dog new tricks, theo 


problem simply bristles with  difftt- 
culty.

compelled to witness the sad results 
of a condition they fre unable to re- 
medy, Many a parent, finding poverty 
eutting Into life at the point where It 
most hurts, on the side of wife or 
children, feele lke a gulley slave, and 
can almost see the horrid tron fetters 
as he tugs laboriously at the great oars 
of Ife. The bondage he can endure, 
hut when he sees its pains and penal- 
ties visited upon his own flesh and 
blood, his agony beggers description, 

These good, but unfortunate, par- 
entk have for neighbors the  vivious 
sort, Many fathers are intemperate, 
some are brutal and beat other mem- 
bers of the household, The boys of 
such homes are apt to become rough, 
unruly, revengeful and cruel, Many 
run away, from home and hecome Bo- 
hemians in habits and incorrigible Sn 
morals. The girls are early tempted 
t oveek shelter and amusements in the 
purlieus of the city, 

Many homes are broken by death. 
Orphan children are frequently left 
without adequate care, A much larger 
number of these than their proportion 
in the community are brought into 
court. In many cases the surviving 
parent marries again, but the step par- 
ent cannot take the place of the de- 
ceased, St. Louis records show more 
enses of delinquency where the child 
lived with the surviving mother than 
with the father. Probably the control 
of the father is superior to that of the 
mother, On the other hand, widows 
are more humerous than widowers. 
Hones broken by desertion and divorce 
are, fortunately, much fewer, but their 
presence is marked by a trail of ruin- 
ed young life that brings a pang of 
pain to the sympathetic. 

We sometimes hear the criticism that 
n too willing state in the profusion of 
its activities is breaking down parental 
obligation, In some cases of neglect 
and indifference it is the bounden duty 
of the state to take action, Our hope 
lies In the children, The home is the 
place for the child and the father and 
mother should be his best guardians, 
The hone Is bad, indeed, that is not 
better than the best public inetitution. 
It Is the natural growing place of the 
young human being. But when the 
home becomes a brothel and the par- 
ents lapse into brutality, the state must 
give the child the best chance under 
the circumstances, 

Social workers of today are not slow 
fo recognize the unique Importance of 
the home. Wherever possible the res- 
ponsibility of the parents is enforced 
and the interference of the state limit- 
ed to the insistence that the parents 
perform their obligations. They reécou- 
nize that the breaking up of the home 
Is a serious act and Justiffable only un- 


der exceptional circumstances, They 
hold, however, that the state's rights 
are paramount and that {f it’s beast 


interests Can only be served by suc’ 
action, then the breaking up of the 
home not only expedient but nec 
essary,

the mountains lies a great, broad, fertile and—as the Belgians would 
view it—a tenantless land which sends up the call year after year for 
people to come over and possess it. 


Why not the Belgians? Why should we not invite these brave 
and frugal and industrious people, who have proven their bravery and 
their devotion to their ideals of citizenship to come over here and find 
a sanctuary for their hopes and an outlet for their industry in West- 
ern Canada? ; 

lo ask them to live upon the charity of their neighbors and allies 
until the war is settled,and to then return to scenes where every stone 
and every landmark would be a lifetime reminder of the pain and 
sorrow which has been thrust upon them is not the requittal which the 
performance of these brave people deserves.

THE BALL OF COTTON 
FALLACY. 

Having a tremendous cotton crop which they do not know how 
to dispose of on account of the war, southern growers have launched 
a “buy-a-bale-of-cotton” campaign, asking every one in United States 
to buy a bale at 10 cents, and thus keep up the price. 

While the campaign might have the effect of loading up the pub- 
lic with cotton above the market price, the theory that the market 
could be affected by placing the cotton in public hands shows a re- 
markable lack of:perspicuity on the part of those who propose thus to 
relieve the situation. 

Passing the cotton from growers to those who were not growers 
could not affect the price in any way, unless it was to make it less 
stable by adding the element of insecurity to market conditions. The 
market takes no count of whose hands the cotton or produce sur- 
plus of a country is in, or even of the country, except in figuring the 
ageregate. By dissipating the crop among millions of growers the 
volume would not be lessened, but the willingness to hold or the abil- 
ty to recognize a reason for holding would probably be affected to 
{lie detriment of the market price of cotton. 

If the United States agriculture department could, by judicious 
advertising, induce the public to use more cotton and could at the 
same time induce growers to grow less, the market price might be re- 
tained, or at least subsequently restored. But if every house in Uni- 
ted States had a bale stowed away in the cellar the price would not 
be affected. . | ck | GB aw |

BRITISH STEAMER 
TOWED BY GRUISER 
TO ESQUIMALT, BC 


Lowther Range, Captured in 
Gulf of Cailfornia, Has Coal 
Cargo on Board, 


NO EXPLANATION GIVEN 
OF FUEL’S DESTINATION 


Apparently Bound From Rock- 
hampton, U.S.A, for Port 
Pierre, Australia, 


Victoria, B.C., Oct, 22.—Suspected of 
having coal which might be destined 
for the enemy's ships, the British 
steamship, Lowther Range, with a prize 
crew in charge of her from a Britisn 
erulser was last night brought to Es- 
quimalt harbor. The Lowther Range 
was seized by a cruiser in the Gulf of 
California and as Captain Cundey, 
master of the vessel, could not give 
a satisfactory explanation to the 
hoarding officers regarding the des- 
tination of his fuel cargo, there was no 
alternative open to the commander of 
the cruiser but to place a prize crew 
aboard and dispatch her north to the 
Pritsh Columbia base. This is the first 
prize that has been brought to Esqui!- 
malt since the outbreak of the war, She 
{s now swinging at a buoy in Isquimalt 
harbor and all those aboard are kept 
closely under guard by the armed naval 
force from the crulser, 

According to the latest maritime re- 
ports the Lowther Range was bound 
from Rockhampton, U,S.A., for Port 
Pierre, South Australia, She is re- 
ported sailing from Rockhampton Aug- 
ust 6 by way of the straits of Magel- 
lan and the fact that she was located 
by the warship off the Gulf of Call- 
fornia drawing, it said, considerably 
less water than the draft given by her 
papers upon clearing from the Atlantic 
port, immediately aroused the suspicl- 
ons of the naval officers sent aboard 
the vessel from the cruiser to investi- 
gate, 

After putting the prize crew on board 
the cruiser turned her over to a Cana- 
dian cruiser which headed the Lowther 
Nange into port.
